At Vleaibart.
Vii KfBVRG, March 24. Encouraging ac-

counts from every quarter concerning the
tailing rivers continue to be, received. A
large portion of the tillable land in the
xszoo, Tallahatchie and Ileer creek countr

is reported clear of water, with a rapid fail
lrlhi'f" ntrf a"!.. larrri rnuini the
5ITssihiippi river, dry land is appearing in
several places on the Mississippi side, and
the planters in that quarter are feeling en
couraged. At Delta, La., the river has
fallen two inches in twenty-fou- r hours,
with a gradual decline above that point
as iar as Hendersons. Jt is nelieved
planting operations will be in progress on
I'L'er creek in about ten days, and on sun
flower river in about twentv-fiv- e davs.
Steamboats continue to bring to this point
large lots of cattle, people and plunder from
we flooded district. At Oliver M. Weil
plantation, about twenty-fiv- e miles below
iatcnez, a boat was hailed and Weil s stock
taki-- n on board and brought to riatchiz.
Weil states that at davlight Tuesday mora
ing he had fully 1000 acres out, but by
noon there was not a foot of land to be
seen anywhere.

At Hew Orleans.
New Orleans, March 24. Pilot Kite-hie- ,

on the river for thirty-fiv- e years,, saya this
year there la land overflowed that never was
under water before. The news from the
southern portion of Eist Carroll and Madi-
son parishes is very distressing. The indi
cations are that more livss will be lost. At
Sam Nelson's place, Arcadia Ltnding, there
are about seventy acres: out in front of the
levee, on which there is a large number
ol people and stock. At the plan-
tation of W. H. Elrington, Eagle Bend,
there are some Jui),OvU acres out ol the
water; the river has fallen fifteen inches at
that point. There ia backwater from Steele's
liaynu and a broken levee at Cottonwood
Point for a distance of 100 yards: the back
water is three feet higher than the river and
is running over from Tennessee Landing
down to Chotard, a distance of seven miles.
A man named Leopold was drowned at
Brunswick Wednesday.

FIX A L DECREET

Entered ia tli Fx pre a Company
Against the Kallronds.

St IvOUis, March 21. The form of the
final decree to be entered on the express
company's cases agaiBst the railroad com-
panies was approved by Judges
McCrary and Treat, in the United 8 a tea
Circuit Cqurt. It is a sweeping injunction
providing for carrying of express matter in
charge of messengers and agents on a.11
passenger trains. The railroad companies
cannot open or inspect packages or demand
knowledge of their contents. The railroad
officials are not allowed to interfere in any
way with express matter or messengers. The
express companies are to keep an account of
their carrying service, and to make settle-
ment on the 15th of each month for busi-ner- s

of each month preceding. The rate is
to be not exceeding fifty per c?nt. more than
the prescribed rates for transportation of
ordinary freight and not exceeding the rate
charged by the road, or for any other express
company. All previous excess rates or un- -

t'ust discriminations are to bi investigated
the master in chancery. The injunction

The Crop. Cared Barby Rsja He Is Ronnil

New York, March 24. Cadet Whiltaker
yesterday conversed with a Tribttnt reporter
concerning the President's order releasing
hiru from arresf. "Are you still a cadet?"

"Certainly, and shall be unless the recom-
mendations of the Academic Board, that I be
dismissed because of deficiency in my studies,
is approved by the President."

"But if the President approves the recom-
mendations?"

"In that cae I shall apply for a commis-
sion in the army."

"Without completing yonr course oi
study?"

"There is no rule against it. By army reg-
ulation a cadet who has been dropped from
his class may apply for a commission as
second lieutenant after the class has been
graduated, and if he has sufficient political
influence he may obtain it, as any other
civilian would."

"Knowing the feeling at West Point
against you, would you return there as a
studenl?"

"In a minute. 1 left home in 1876 to
an officer in the regular army, and I

intend to be one yet, toniehow."
"What treatment would you expect to re-

ceive there now?"
' The same as I ever did. I should be let

severely alone."
"What have you been doing in New York

Rince the trial?"
"Studying the most of the time. I have

paid considerable attention to the studies of
last year at West Point, especially to tactics.
Law, whith is one of the studies there, I al-

ready know something about, from the long
trial through which I pass d. I shall expect
to morrow to receive official notice froma
Washington either to report at West Point to
j jin the second class, or that I am dismissed
from the academy. In any cise I fully ex-

pect eventually to become an officer in the
army."

LO.XOFELLOW DEAD.

Closing Scenes In the I.ITe of the Greatest
of American l'oels.

Bowton, March 21. Henry W. Longfellow,
the poet, died at his residence, near Cambridge,

On Saturday last Longfellow was
out part of the afternoon walking upon the
piazza, and upon going into the hous com-
plained of being slightly cold. At dinner
he wsb suddenly taken ill, and soon after
went to bis room, and in a short time had a
violent attack of vertigo. Sunday he com-
plained of severe pains in his stomach, and
opiates were administered to allay the
trouble and induce sleep. His condition
scenird somewhat improved until Monday,
when dangerous symptoms became manifest.
snd the family were seriously alarmed.
Tuesday morning these symptoms assumed an
aggravated form, and it became evident that
death was near. Wednesday and Thursday,
however, there was slight improvement and
a disposition to sleep almost continually.
1'irirg the afternoon aod evening of
Thursday he talked a great deal ab, nt
various topics, and seemed t3 recover
a large portion of his usual bright
and cheerful disposition. Later in the
ivgbt be became partially unconsoioua and
reat!ess. This morning he revived, though
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cue lalk was somewhat incoherent. This
condition continued until about an hour be-

fore bis death, when he again became un-
conscious and so continued until the last, a
little past 3 o'clock, suffering but little pain
apparently. The immediate cau?e of his
death was peritonitis. All the family were
present at the time of dissolution. The peo-
ple ol Cambridge were apprised of his death
by the fire bells tolling his age, seventy five
years, one stroke for each year. Longfellow
has not been in good health since the death
of his intimate friend, I'rof. Agassiz. That
event was a great shock to him, and from it
he never fully recovered. For nearly two
years afterward his health was a souice of
anxiety. He was unable during that time
to enjoy his food, owing to impaired diges-
tion, and lived entirely on bread and milk.
